The head of the department in 
which Sister will study is.

James Van Allen, noted physicist 
and one of Time magazine’s Men 
of the Year. 


Sister Mary Briant, an honors 
graduate of the University of Illi- 
nois, holds a Master of Science 
degree from St. Louis University. 
She is currently chairman of the 
Physics section of the Iowa Acad- 
emy of Science. 


The pictorial release of Sister’s 
fellowship brought an interestiny 
response from a Texas employee 
of Western Union. Sister was pic- 
tured drawing a schematic dia- 
gram for a repeater which she and 
Sister Mary John Catherine had 
planned for an experimental psy- 
chology class. Western Union, it 
seems, is working on a similar 
project and the Texan requesied 
a full diagram of the repeater for 
their projects. 


In 1959 Sister Briant held a 
grant for study at an institute for 
college teachers of physics at the 
University of California. Dutins 
the summer of 1960 she had a 
grant at Reed College in Portland, 
Oregon.

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For Sacrament 


“What therefore Ged has joined to- 
gether, let no man put asunder.” With 
these words of Christ, the priest seals 
forever the irrevocable bond of the sac- 
rament of Matrimony. Until death will 
these two live together, procreating and 
educating children and preparing one 
another for the vision of God. 


To enter into the sacrament of Mat- 
rimony is the most serious step a man 
and woman can take together. In the 
eyes of God and Mother Church, they 
are no longer individual, independent 
persons, but a unit blessed with the 
privileges and the duties of their new 
life. It is essential for each of the par- 
ties to prepare himself as best he can 
for his part of the union. 


Too often pre-wedding plans cen- 
ter around the material aspects of 
the ceremony. Bridal books are con- 
sulted, dresses are tried and attend- 
ants are carefully chosen months in 
advance. Certainly these things are 
important, but not if they cause an 
estrangement of the couple from their 
spiritual obligations. 


When white lace and invitations be- 
come more important than pre-Cana 
conferences, something is wrong. 


Perhaps, to some, the idea of mar- 
riage is a long way off. It would seem 
that remote preparation could be made 
at a later date. Yet, when we consider 
that many students marry before their 
senior year in college, we can see that 
it is never too early to begin to prepare 
for our life’s work. 


Remote preparation for marriage 
rests in the ability of the person to 
develop, early in life, ideals and 
standards desirable in a marriage 
partner and parent. Spiritual and emo- 
tional stability, human compassion 
and understanding and a steady calm- 
ness can be cultivated through prayer 
and social awareness. 


A good way to determine what qual- 
ities one needs to be “matrimonially ma- 
ture” is this: consider what attributes 
YOU would seek in a partner and at- 
tempt to develop these yourself. It takes 
time; that is why it is a part of remote 
preparation for marriage. 


If you foresee marriage in the imme- 
diate future, your obligations are of a 
more serious nature. Fortunately, there 
are unlimited opportunities open to en- 
gaged couples which will aid them in 
their proximate preparation for the mar- 
ried life. 


Pre-Cana conferences, _ literature 
and spiritual direction are aimed at 
giving them a thorough insight into 
the great step they are about to take. 
The graces afforded by prayer and 
the frequent reception of the sacra- 
ments are invaluable aids_for a cou- 
ple considering marriage. No book 
ever written can replace the power 
and security offered by these. 


Retreat and Lent are swiftly ap- 
proaching, bringing with them the time 
set aside by the Church for self-sacrifice 
and evaluation, These days of penance 
will afford time for contemplation and 
will cause us to examine our lives, as- 
certaining whether or not we have ful- 
filled our obligations. During these days, 
we might all take inventory on our pre- 
marital preparations.

With prematurely-taken sem- 
ester tests behind them and the 
whole of Europe ahead of them, 
Karen Aldinger, Anne Brown, Sue 
Keefe, Joyce Kennedy and Sue 
Tiedje will sail from New York 
on Feb. 2. 

Under sponsorship of the Insti- 
tute of European Study, they and 
82 other college students from 
across the country will spend the 
spring semester studying at the 
University of Vienna, Austria. 

They will dock at Southhampton 
on Feb. 10, having spent at least 
part of their voyage on the R.MS. 
Saxonia absorbing elementary Ger- 
man. Although the courses will be 
taught in English, all are required 
to include six hours of German in 
their school schedules. 

From London the group will em- 
bark upon a field-study tour, tak- 
ing them through Bruges, Paris, 
Strasbourg and other cities of Ger- 
many, arriving in Vienna to begin 
studies the first week of March. 
All will not be work, though, as 
Easter vacation will be spent in 
Rome and a ski-weekend in Swit- 
zerland. 

Each student will live with an 
Austrian family, where she will 
have the opportunity to observe 
first-hand the culture and lives 
of the people. For example, as the 
average home has no central heat- 
ing. the girls will have to build 
their own fires on the cold winter 
mornings.

Chemical Research 
Merits Publication 


Research results of Clarke chem 
ists were featured in the siting 
“Allyl Derivatives of Sympathe. 
mimetic Amines” published in the 
Annual Proceedings of the low, 
Academy of Science, Vol. 67, 1969 

Sister Mary Marguerite Christine 
BVM, chairman of the chemistry 
department, and Ellen Fox, Elaine 
Lynch and Myna Theisen, class of 
1960, studied three amines, Benze. 
drine, Ephedrine and Vonedrine 
in a research project conducted 
during the school years, 1958-1959 
and 1959-1960. 

Amines are compounds of am. 
monia in which hydrogen and car. 
bon atoms have replaced hydrogen 
atoms. 

Purpose of the project was to 
prepare derivatives of these drugs 
which would have an antagonistic 
effect on the action of the drug 
itself. The article describes the 
preparation of the compounds and 
their pharmacological effects.
